but his old father spared him the dis- 
grace of repenting his folly behind iron 
bars. 
His companion is Victor Ryus, 
an equally worthless youth from DeWald 
street.

Yesterday they went into the town 
and filled up on its fighting whisky.

SOME NEW AND PRETTY MODES. 


[Harper'g Bu^ar.J 


Black silk dresses worn by young 
ladies have a guimpe and puflfed sleeves 
of black Chantilly lace, with a dog- 
collar of green velvet, also two or three 
bands of green velvet around the arm 
between the puffs. Point d'esprifc net 
is much used for guinipes in black and 
white silk dresses, and it is also seen in 
colors used as silk muslin guimpes are 
in dresses of pale-blue or rose-silk, 
with a high velvet collar of a darker 
shade. 


The fancy in black lace dresses is for 
entire black, using inexpensive black 
satin under the lace, such as a deep fall 
of satin surah, cut in points at the lower 
edge, and covering the foundation skirt 
of satin, which is finished with a satin 
plaiting, or with gathered pink frills of 
the satin; the basque is then of lace 
laid ou substantial satin Rhadamea, 
which serves Avithout other lining. Bands 
of jet galloon down the basque and 
sleeves; a collar, cuffs, and a vest or 
plastron of jet, with wider jet bands 
pointed in the front breadths; jet orna- 
ments catching up the loose drapery, 
or else a jetted net front for the skirt 
—are the Avays in which jet is used for 
,-tji?in}ming black lace dresses, and most 
of sucL dresses have some trimming 
of jet. 
The newest jet front breadths 
have fringe ornaments made of strands 
of vei'y fine beads of great length, or 
else short, and in clusters and 
figures. 
Some of the lace sldrts have across the 
front two deep flounces, gathered to 
fall in a point toward the middle, and 
as heading for each flounce a point of 
jet six or seven inches wide in lattice 
design. 
Another flounce fills in the 
space at the foot not covered, while at 
the top, and on the sides, are paniers of 
lace curving back to long soft scarfs of 
drapery in the middle of the back, end- 
ing in jet-fringed tassels that fall on 
still more lace. 
Eight lengthwise rows 
of jet galloon are down the basque over 
the lace, making a striped corsage; the 
scalloped edges of lace are made to 
meet in a soft vest in front, across 
which are thick ropes of jet, three be- 
low the bust and one at the throat, e^ch 
ending in a looj:) that fastens on the left 
over a berry-shaped jet button. 


Pointed girdles of jet galloon with 
deep fringe attached are put across the 
end of the front of lace basques, and in 
keeping with this are a T-shapcd i:)la3- 
trpn of jet, and other Y's for the top of 
each sleeve. 
A high collar band of jet 
and wristbands in beaded stripes will be 
much used. 
The sleeves of lace dresses 
are fuller than of any other fabrics, and 
may be gathered almost alike at toj^ 
and bottom, or in soft pufis around the 
arm, or with only one puff at the wrists, 
or else with the deep mutton-leg cuff of 
jet, and the lace softly puffed above it. 
Ribbons are also much used with both 
black and white or Suode laces, some- 
times the entire dress being made up of 
rows of lace alternating with moire 
ribbon arranged in bias rows on the 
whole basque and on the diagonally- 
'draped apron front, while the l)ack has 
straight rows forming stripes. 
On 
oilier lace skirts there are four rows of 
moire ribbon three inches wide drop- 
ping down each side from the belt in 
graduated lengths, shortening toward 
the back, each end cut in a notch, and 
jet fringe of fine beads in long, slender 
strands set on to follow the shaije of 
the notch- 


The easiest and most graceful way of 
making lace skirts is to use the scal- 
loped skirting, gathering or plaiting the 
top in front to the belt, and drawing the 
right side up half its length, to be held 
there by jet ornaments, 
A narrower 
flounce crosses the front under the 
skirting, is seen on the right side, and 
then forms half the back across the 
foot. Another flounce above this is 
gathered across the top, covering the 
back. The satin foundation skirt is made 
fluffy at the foot by two jjlaited or 
gathered 
frills being sewed to 
its 
edges, and a deep satin flounce, scal- 
loped or pointed and faced, falls over 
these before the lace is set on. 
Those 
who do not use the double flounces 
across the back have a single deep 
flounce to-match that of the apron front, 
set on very full, with the top dropping 
over in 
Arab fold. 
Full 
paniers 
made of lace flounces, showing the 
scalloped edges as they curve away 
from the front, are seen on very youth- 
ful gowns. 


The square-meshed Russian net and 
the finely-dotted point d'esprit are be- 
ing used for white and colored lace 
j^wns made up with gauze, or moire, 
Or gros grain ribbons in the ways just 
noted. 
The full-shirred basque is seen 
OB so many of these dresses, with the 
ribbons confined to loops and bows in 
the front, amid the cascades of lace 
which are again nsed as trimmings, or 
on the flehos and collaret of deep lace 
HOW teen on French dresses.

to be rather Suggestive of velvet, but 
velvet of that peculiar thick and close 
make to which the city, of palaces lends 
its name. 
This plush is being lai'geTy 
adopted 
for 
the 
new 
demi-saison 
mantles. 
It is black as jet, richer and 
handsomer in appearance than velvet, 
and has the very valuable attribute of 
being little injured by rain. 
Some of 
the wraps take the form of close-fitting 
bodices, with extremely rich decorations 
of jet, lace, and beads. 
Some of the 
jet is as carefully shaped and as deli- 
cately carved as are neck and ear orna- 
ments made of this material. 


One example had a high Medici 
collar of jet, the tumed-down corners 
of which dis| layed a lining of velvet. 
The ample folds of lace in front, as 
well as the basque sides, were held in 
place by jet ornaments, which likewise 
appeared in great profusion upon the 
sleeves. 


On another was arranged a lace fichu, 
showiag as a double fan at the back of 
the neck, M-ith a handsome jet embroid- 
ery on each side, while its scarf ends 
and lace front were similarly orna- 
mented. 


A wrap, of a scarf shape, had points 
of plush at the sides, and its jet orna- 
ments were mixed with frosted bell- 
like flowers of the same substance. 
Braces of jet in one instance were car- 
ried over the ehoulders of a jetted 
grenadine wrap, the sleeves of which 
were in a large bell form. 


The Y back of a fleur de soie mantle 
was also of jet, while the same sulv- 
stance supplied the shoulder knot and 
substantial tassels that, 
falling over 
back and front, mingled with the jetted 
fringes in which the sleeves were repre- 
sented. A jabot of laco was conspicuous 
in the front, drawn in to the figure by 
a ribbon at the waist.

AND MIRRORS ARE ALL TIÍE RAGE.

When the popular taste began some 
time ago to lean towards articles made 
of brass many persons laughed at what 
they called a spasm and said it could 
not last long, bufc if the trade done in 
this line of goods is am-thing to go by 
the craze is increasing. 
Poi)ular taste, 
in fact, is running riot in this regard. 
Fancy woodwork, so ¡copular a year or 
so ago, is practically out of the market. 
Not only is this metal used in the man- 
ufacture of bric-a-brac and ornamental 
pieces, but in many of the recently- 
built dwellings it constitutes much of 
the practical and substantial appoint- 
ments. 
For portieres, mantel facings, 
and stair casings j^olished brass has 
been in common use for a long time, 
but it was not until recently that it 
took the place of softer and less expen- 
sive materials in the manufacture of 
panelings for doors, sills, baluster rails, 
balconies, and the like. 
Its use in the 
household articles has knocked a good- 
sized hole in the furniture business, for 
a portion of a dwelling can to-day be 
furnished in brass, from the kitchen 
poker up to a child's swinging crib. An 
article of this kind—a brass bassinet 
—covered by a canopy, costs $50. 
A 
simple crib, however, can be bought for 
$35. 
Single brass bedsteads are worth 
$48, while those of double size range in 
price from $38 to $100. 
Among the 
new designs in beds is a canopy which, 
while it extends only over tlie pillows, 
is a very handsome i)iece of furniture. 
The head and foot pieces are made in 
variously fashioned patterns, as also 
are the supports to the oanoi>y, which 
can be had in damask, merino, silk, or 
satin. 
In a room whore a light is con- 
tinually burned they are i>ractical and 
useful as well as ornamental. 


Brass cabinets forty and sixty inches 
!iigh, with four or five shelves, are also 
being made. 
They coat from $40 up. 
The top and stanchions are of highly- 
polished metal, but the shelves are 
made of solid 
mahogany. 
Polished 
brass dressing-cases, with beveled-glass 
mirrors, though pretty and elegant are, 
very expensive. 
So also are the brass 
chairs. 
To furnish a rec«ption-room 
or parlor with brass chairs would be 
novel and dainty, but at $40 each most 
people would have to be content with 
one or two. 
To the designs, patterns, 
and shapes of the various articles made 
of this material there seems to be no 
end. 
The appearance of a room is 
greatly enhanced by a brass easel, as 
is also the looks of the júcture to which 
it gives ttipport. 
The number of arti- 
cles made of brass vuns up into the 
thousands already—and the end is not 
yet. 
Shaving stands, wall i)ockots, fire- 
screens, and such things exist in count- 
less varieties. 
The most jjopular con- 
ceits are the umbrella stand, usually 
made in hammered goods, <-ircrulars in 
foi-m and about a foot in diameter; coal 
scuttles, used chiefly by poo'ide who 
have open 
fire-places 
and 
grates, 
to stand 
beside 
the fire - place; 
match-boxes, Avhisk broom - holders, 
ash receivers, 
and 
hall 
racks 
in 
polished oak with brass mountings. 
Small thermometers or clocks 
are 
sometimes set in the head of a tennis 
racket. 
The latest card picture-holder 
is made of brass in the semblance of a 
flatiron.

THE STABILITY 
OF THE EARTH, 


The notion that the ground is natur- 
ally steadfast is an error—an 
error 
which arises from the incaj^acity of bur 
senses to appreciate any but the most 
palpable and, at the same time, most 
exceptional of its 
movements. 
The 
idea of terra firma belongs with the 
ancient Itelicf that the earth was the 
center of the universe. 
It is, indeed, 
by their 
mobility that tlie continents 
survive the unceasing assaidts of the 
ocean waves, and the continuous down- 
wearing which the rivers and glaciers 
bi'ing about. 


Were it not that the continents grow 


uj)Wiird, from age to age, at a rate 
which comi)ensates for their erosion, 
there would be no lands fit for a theater 
of life; if they had grown too slowly, 
their natural enemies, the waves and 
rain, would have kept them to the ocean 
level; if too fast, they would lift new 
surfaces into the regions of eternal cold. 
As it is, the incessant growth has been 
so well measured to the needs, that for 
a hundred million years, more or less, 
the lands have atJbrded the stage for 
prosperous life. 
The upward growth, 
when measured in terms of human ex- 
perience, is slow; it probably'' does not 
exceed, on an average, one foot in three 
or four thousand years. 
The rate varies 
in times and places. 
Under 
varying 
conditions, as when a glacial sheet is 
imposed on the continent—as it was, in 
the immediate ]mst, on the northern 
part of North America—a wide area of 
the ice-laden land sank beneath the sea, 
to recover its level when the depressing 
burden was removed. 
Still the ten- 
dency of the continents is to elevation, 
and even the temporary sinking of one 
portion of their area is probably, in all 
cases, comj)ensatod by uplifts on an- 
other part by which new realms are won 
from the sea.—Prof. N. S. Skater,

KAIlTHQUAKES 
IX 
FEBIW^RY. 


It is a notable fact that some of the 
most severe earthquakes on record have 
taken placo in February. 
At Lisbon, 
on the 2Üth of February, 1531, 1,500 
houses were destroyed by an earth- 
quake, and 30,000 persons buried in the 
ruins. 
On the 2d of February, 1702, 
5,000 lives were lost by an earthquake 
at Aquila, Italy. 
On the 5th of Febru- 
ary, 1783, a terrible earthquake took 
place in Italy and Sicily, destroying 
thousands of lives and overthrowing 
Messina and other towns. 
On the 4th 
of February, 1797,, an earthquake de- 
stroyed the whole country between 
Santa Fe and Panama, including Cusco 
and Quito, and it is estimated that on 
this occasion 40,000 people were buried 
in one second.

PRETTY EFFECTS IN LAMP-SHADES. 
There is a fancy just now for spiders, 
grass-hoppers, and the like, which are 
scattered in all sorts of out-of-the-way 
places—on lamp-shades, draperies, and 
even on menu cards, says a writer in 
the Philadelphia Record. 
They are of 
Japanese manufacture, and are wonder- 
fully true to nature irn'mt the fashion is 
a silly one, and one only indulged in by 
perverted taste. 
Speaking of lamp- 
shades reminds me that some hints as 
to some pretty ones will not come 
amiss, now that lamps are so popularly 
used even in fashionable houses, in lieu 
of gas. 
Flat and rather large parasol 
frames are covered with colored India 
muslin or silk, and edged with a fall of 
lace about a quarter of a yard deep. 
The effect of these shades is better if 
the silk be shirred pretty full at the ribs. 
Any parasol-maker will readily make 
the frame, which must of course, be 
painted the same shade as the silk or 
muslin used. 
A similarly made frame, 
but somewhat smaller, may be covered 
with pale heliotro])e muslin, and then 
covered entirely with artificial violets. 
It is very pretty, although it shades the 
light rather too much. 
The artificial 
flower makers are now making lamp- 
shades to represent an inverted fiower 
of exaggerated size. 
Single flowei*s— 
poppies, tulips, 
etc., — are 
usually 
chosen. 
These shades are also made in 
tissue i)aper by deft hands, and are very 
effective at a trifling cost. 


O'niER DESIGNS FOR DEFT FIXGEHS. 
Other shades, 
exceedingly dainty 
ones, are of bolting-cloth, painted with 
transparent colors. 
These are neces- 
sarily made in three or more sections, 
the pieces l;eing joined with silk blonde 
insertion and edged with lace to cor- 
respond. 
They are jdaced over the 
plain glass shades. 
The iminting of 
bolting-cloth is very simple, and re- 
quires no special skill, as it can be 
placed directly over the design and the 
coloring as well as the outline auto- 
matically followed. Still another lamp- 
shade is made of stripes of ribbon uud 
lace of equal widths. The pieces should 
bo an inch longer than the porcelain 
shade they are designed to cover, and 
cach end i)ointecl. The pieces are neatly 
overhanded together, and a lace edge 
to match the insertion sewed in the to}), 
'.vhich is then drawn up with a fine 
thread to fit the porcelain shade, or a 
I'ord finished with tassels may be used

Painting upon pottery with red seal- 
ing-wax, previously dissolved in spirits 
of wine, is a novelty. 
It gives a raised 
appearance to the work, and is very 
effectively used on bronzed or gilded 
pottery.

OTHER SUGGESTIONS FOR DECORATIONS. 


Japanese art metal-work, which is so 
wonderful in its finished state, does not 
seem to be so very difficult of accom- 
plishment, judging from the descrip- 
tion of its method. 
Thin leaves of 
copper, precious metals and various 
alloys 
are soldered 
together at the 
edges as the leaves of a book are joined 
by their binding, and through these 
leaves are drilled holes to various 
depths, or trenches are cut in it to 
form a design. 
The mass is then 
hammered until the holes or trenches 
disappear. 
The 
result is contorted 
bands of some complexity and great 
beauty, especially when the color of 
the metal is developed by chemicals 
and the surface polished. 


The mounted horns so much in vogue 
for ornamental uses may be made to 
resemble tortoise shell by applying to 
the 
surface 
a 
mixture 
of 
equal 
quantities of quicklime and red lead, 
with strong soap lees. 
Lay the mix- 
ture on the horn with a small brush, 
imitating the mottle of tortoise shell. 
When dry rej^eat the process two or 
three times until the 
desired result 
shall have 
been attained. 
Another 
method is to take an ounce of powdered 
litliarge and half an ounce of quicklime, 
moistened to the consistency of paint, 
with liquid salts of tartar. 
Apply, as 
before described, with a brush, and re- 
peat as often as necessary to make the 
stain deep enough.

NEW MATERIALS FOR DRAPERIES. 


A new material for window draperies,

be inferred from its name. 
It is about 
the texture of sheer India muslin, and 
comes in a variety of palo shades, upon 
which are printed delicate designs of 
flowers and figures. It is very much 
used for sash curtains, and for draping 
upon doors or walls. 
For shutting out 
an ugly view it is invaluable. 
It is 
very much cheaper than silk, and quite 
as durable in color and texture. 
An- 
other new material of bright and glossy 
surface is called linen plush. 
As its 
name indicates, it is made entirely of 
flax, thus being moth-proof, and has a 
soft pile. 
It was originally intended 
for upholstery purposes, curtains, table- 
cloths, etc., but it is also used for dress- 
ing-gowns, breakfast sacks, and bath- 
robes. 
It is made in all the fashion- 
able colors, and is an excellent basis for 
decorative embroidery. 
The colors are 
fast. 
Among the high novelties in this 
lino which will be forthcoming the 
present year is a silken stuff decorated 
with stripes and figures, imitating em- 
broidery patterns, which are mostly of 
the C J reek style and of blue and rod 
mixture.

THE ACTIOW IJf OIL IS METALS. 
J. J. Kedwood, of London, having 
made a number of lengthened experi- 
ments, principally with a view to de- 
termine the oils best adapted for mix- 
ing with mineral oils for lubricating 
purposes, has published the results ob- 
tainedj a resume of which will be use- 
ful to horologists, with whom the action 
of different oils on metals is a subject 
of paramount importance. 
The metals 
were first thoroughly cleaned, washed 
with either and dried, and, after being 
weighed, placed in cork tubes together 
Avith 15 c. c. of the oil, the tubes being 
kept for twelve months at an average 
temperature of about 80 degrees F. in 
the summer and at 50 degrees to 55 de- 
gress F. in the winter. 
The results 
show that: 


Iron is I'^ast affected by seal oil and 
most by tallow oil. 


Brass is not aflfected by rai^e oil, least 
by seal oil, and most by olive oil. 


Tin is not aflfected by rape oil, least 
by olive oil, and most by cotton-seed 
oil. 


Lead is least aftected bj' olive oil and 
most by whale oil; but whale, lard, and 
sperm oils all act to very nearly the 
same extent on lead. 


Zinc seems, by the four actual weigh- 
ings that were of any value, to be not 
acted on by mineral lubricating oils, 
least by í.ard oil, and most by sperm 
oil. 


Copper is not affected by mineral 
lubricating oil, least by sperm oil, and 
most by tallow oil. 


Mineral lubricating oil has no action 
on zinc and coj^per, acts least on brass 
and most on lead. 


Olive oil acts least on tin and most 
on copper. 


Eape oil lias no action on brass and 
tin, acts least on iron and most on 
copper. 


Tallow oil acts least on tin and most 
on copper. 


I^ard oil f.cts least on zinc and most 
on copper. 


Gotton-seed oil acts least on lead 
and most on tin. 


Si)erm oil acts least on brass and 
most on zinc.

Here are samples of the me- 
chanical skill of Gustave Kindt, alias 
"French Gus," a professional burglar 
and maker of burglars' tools, which he 
let out to impecunious thieves on defi- 
nite i)ercentages of their 
robberies. 
The assortment of burglarious kits, 
tools, keys, wax impressions, etc., is 
complete. 
Tlui genius of Kindt and 
Klein, so wofully perverted, ought to 
have made their fortunes in legitimate 
fields of operation. 
Nat White's bogus 
gold brick; Mike Shanahan's eighteen- 
chambered pistol; counterfeit Reading 
Eailroad scrip; the lithographic stone 
on which ten or twenty thousand S2)uri- 
ous tickets of the elevated railroad were 
l)rinted; stones for printing fractional 
currency; bogus railroad bonds used 
by confidence ojjerators; the black- 
caps and ropes of murderers; the pistols 
wherewith various persons were slain; 
the lock curiosities of Laugdon W. 
Moore, who learned to open combina- 
tion locks by studying their emitted 
sounds; the box in which the same 
thief, known as "Charley Adams," put 
$216,000 in Government bonds, stolen 
from the Concord Bank, Massachusetts, 
in February, 1866, and which he first 
buried four feet below the surface of 
the Delaware Biver, and then dug up 
and surrendered when under arrest;

PIGEON-ROOST 
MASSACREJ 


lite Story of a Tragedy Entutivdin South- 
ern Indian4i in the Early Days. 
[A. W. Tobias, in Madison Courier.] 


Pigeon Boost was the name of a 
small settlement formed in 1809, and 
was so called from the innumerable 
number of pigeons that roosted in that 
vicinity. 
It was situated five miles 
from Scottsburg, the present county- 
seat of Scott, and near a beautiful 
stream 
that bears 
the 
memorable 
name until this day. 
At the time of 
the massacre most of the men were 
away from home. 
In the afternoon of 
September 3, 1812, Elias Payne and a 
Mr. Collings, while out bee-hunting one 
and one-half miles fx'om the present site 
of Vienna, were surprised and killed 
by a party of Shawnee warriors. Scalp- 
ing their victims, they hastened toward 
the settlement, which they reached 
about sundown. 
In one short hour one 
man, five women, and sixteen children 
were struck dead by the ruthless tom- 
ahawk of the fiendish savages. 
Among 
the killed were Henry Collings and 
wife, Mrs. Payne and her eight chil- 
dren, Mrs. Collings and her seven chil- 
dren, Mrs. John Norris, her OAvn child 
and aged mother-in-law—for the aged 
were spared no more than the infant. 
Mrs. Biggs concealed herself and chil- 
dren in a sink-hole, until the Indians 
became busily engaged in burning and 
plundering, when she fled, and suc- 
ceeded in reaching the residence of her 
brother. John Collings, son of William 
E. Collings, had just caught a horse to 
go after the cows, when he saw an In- 
dian approaching in a threatening atti- 
tude. 
Ho dropped the rein and fled, 
l>ursued by the savage, Avho was gain- 
ing on him, when he heard the report 
of his father's rifle, and saw the savage 
fall with the blood streaming from his 
breast. Ho succeeded in reaching the 
house in safety. 
Thei-e were in the 
house: 
AVilliam E. Collings (whom 
the Indians well knew, and from his mi- 
erring aim named Long Knife), his two 
-children, John and Lydia, and Captain 
Norris. 
They kept the Indians bacli 
until al>out dark. 
They knew that as 
soon as it was »lark enough for the In- 
dians to approach the house without bs- 
ing seen, they Avould set fire to it, and 
burn them alive. 
They therefore de- 
cided to risk the peril of escape. 
Ly- 
dia went first, then her brother John, 
followed by Norris, and, Lustily, "Long 
Knife." As the latter was imssing the 
corn-crib an Indian fired at him. 
He 
immediately raised his gun to return 
the fire Avhen he found that the ball 
fired by the savage had broken the lock 
of his gun. 
He liallooed to Norris to 
bring him the other gun, but Norris 
Avas like the Irishman. 
"He had a 
brave heart, but cowardly pair of legs," 
and they carried him 
away, leaving 
Collings to fight the Indians alone with 
a brolcen gun. 
"W'lien they 
crowded 
him too close he would raise his gun 
and ])retend that he was goiiig to fire, 
and tlius frighten them ])ack; for they 
well knew, from the many shooting- 
matches in which he came out second 
to none, that it Avas folly to stand be- 
f(jre his aim. 
In this way he reached 
the corn-field, under cover of which he 
escaped. 
After plundering the housc^s 
the Indians set fire to them and most of 
the dead bodies were consumed. 
How- 
ever, some of the children were })ier(ied 
by sharp sticks and left sitting against 
trees. 
Their hoi'rible 
deed 
accom- 
])lished the Indians started northward. 
A lai-ge force of Clark County militia 
were soon gathered from the vicinity of 
Charlestown, which reached the scene 
of carnage, M hile the smoking remains 
of the cabins and charred bodies pre- 
sented the most hoi-rible s])ectacle they 
had ever witnessed. 
Tliey immediately 
])ursued the savages to tiie Muscata- 
tuck, which they found so niudh swollen 
that they could not eflbct a crossing, 
and were compelled to give up the pur- 
suit. 
They then returned and buried 
the remains of the victims in two 
graves, aboiit one hundred j-ards east 
of the J., M. & I. Railroad, .and near 
what is since known as the Pigeon-roost 
or Sodom Cemetery. 
At j^resent there 
is nothing to show where the 
graves 
are except tliree or four rough stones 
and a large sassafras tree, which is said 
to have witnessed the event, but is now 
thought to be entirely dead.

REAL GIANTS. 


The existence of whole nations of 
gigantic persons may well bo ques- 
tioned ; but there can be no reasonable 
doubt of the reality of certain indi- 
viduals, Avhose height 
has 
greatly 
exceeded that of men in general. 
The 
gicnt as a curiosity has been seen by 
nearly every American boy in the 
museum and in the circus. 
The stories 
of great giants of the past ages are 
more than interestinij. 
The 
exact 
height of Og, the King of Bashan, has 
been frequently given; some supposing 
him to have been more than twelve feet 
in height, while others think his stature 
did not exceed eleven feet. 
In like 
manner the giant Goliath, of the Bible, 
is generally computed to have been 
nine feet nine inches high; but commen- 
tators suppose that he might have been 
fully eleven feet. 


The Emperor Maximinius was nine 
feet in height, 
and 
several 
other 
Romans of equal stature are said to have 
lived during the reign of Augustus. 
Accounts are contained in the philoso- 
phical transactions of royal society, of 
the human skeletons dug up in En- 
gland, measuring eight and nine feet in 
length. 
These are probably the re- 
mains of Romans. 
Many fabulous and 
contradictory stories have been told at 
one time of the Patagonians, Avho, ac- 
cording to travelers, have been a race of 
giants. 
An English official once de- 
clared that he had measured the bones 
of men, in sepulchres in South America, 
between eleven and twelve feet high. 
Turner, the naturalist, declares that he 
once saw upon the coast of Brazil, a 
race of gigantic savages, one of whom 
was twelve feet in height. 
The decla- 
ration of Turner is all the more credi- 
ble, by the statement of M. Thevet, of 
France, who in 
his 
description of 
America, published in Paris in 1575, as- 
serts that he saw and measured the 
skeleton[of a Sotith American which was 
eleven feet iive inches in length. 
To 
these remarkable instances may be 
added a well-pro2)ortioned living man, 
whom Diemerbrock 
saw at Utrecht, 
measuring eight feet six inches. 
Dr. 
Becanius, an ancient scholar, reports 
jiaving seen a youth of nine feet, a, man 
of ten feet, and a woman nine feet in 
heigiit. 


Walter Parsons, who acted as porter 
to King James I., of England, was 
seven feet six inches in stature. But the 
CJhinese claim to have had men among 
them in the last century who were 
fifteen feet liigh. 
However, this re- 
port may have no more foundation than 
the chronological fables of the sons of 
China. 


rULSE HEATS. 


It is strange how few people know 
what their 
normal pulse 
is, said a 
physician. 
They know that their aver- 
age piilse is al)out seventy, and imagine 
that they are weli or otherwise as their 
pulse approaches or departs from this 
standard. 
It is true that an average of 
all pulses would give a result of about 
seventy beats, but in no other physical 
peculiarity is there such wide individual 
variation- 
I had two students in my 
oiiice at the same time, both very strong 
and remarkably healthy young men. 
The normal pulse of one was 47 and 
the other 93. 
This difference is un- 
usual, few pulses falling below GO or 
rising above 80 in a healthy subject, 
but an uniisiially slow or rapid pulse is 
no indication whatever of disease, as is 
liO])ularly supposed to be the case. 
Most people overestimate their pulse, 
as they often count its beats when talk- 
ing about the matter, and it is a fact 
well-known to physicians that the ex- 
citement of conversation will quicken 
the pulse from five to twenty beats. 
The best time to arrive at the true nor- 
mal is shortly after 
Avalking in the 
morning, when the nerves are excited.

DEFENSIVE ARMOlt AT THE TIME OE 
• 
THE NOKMAN CONQUEST. 


The principal garment worn in battle 
at this time by both Normans and Eng- 
lishmen who were rich or powerful (for 
the ordinary people fought in their 
every-day clothes) was so shaped as to 
cover the arms to the elbow and the 
legs to the knee. 
It was made of 
leather or strong cloth, on which were 
sewed small plates or rings of metal. 
It was probably also wadded, as an 
additional protection. 
Sometimes, in- 
stead of the plates or rings, a trellis- 
work of leather was made and strength- 
ened with studs. 
The garment had a 
squai-e opening in the breast, to enable 
the wearer to struggle into it, first his 
legs, then one arm, then the other. 
When he was in, a flap was buckled or 
buttoned across the opening. 
A hoed, 
of the same material as this body gar- 
ment, covered the head and shoulders. 
On top of the hood was placed a helmet 
of iron and brònze, conical, or nearly 
so in shape, and fitting r(mnd the head 
like a hat. 
A piece of iron came down 
from the rim in front, protecting the 
nose, and partially masking the face. 
There was sometimes a similar i>ieee to 
cover the back of the head and the nape 
of the neck. 
These helmets must have 
been both heavy and uncomfortable, as 
the whole weight rested on the head, 
and a perfect fit must have been diffi- 
cult to obtain. 
William and one or two 
of his greatest nobles wore hose pro- 
tected by jdates or rings, like their 
coats; but most men, noble and simide, 
relied in battle on an elaborate arrange- 
ment of straps reaching 
from 
the 
knee to the ankle, and recalling that 
worn to-day by the peasants of the 
Eoman Campagna. 
On their left arms 
the 
warriors 
carried 
almond-shaped 
shields, three or four feet long. 
For 
these the English sometimes substituted 
round or oval shields. 
The shield was 
probably made of Avood, covered >\ith 
leather, and having a border of metal 
and a projection, or boss, of metal in the 
widest part. 
The studs Avhich held 
the straps by which the shield was 
cari'ied also appeared on the outside. 
The surface, slightly curved and gener- 
ally of one ])lain color Avith a border, 
was sometimes decorated with color 
lines, a cross, or the figure of a dragon. 
Armorial bearings did not ajipear on 
shields until a later date.—Edicard J. 
Loicell, in Scribncrs 
Ma.fiazine.

lU syorts like these -were all tlieir care beguiled, 
Tlie Eiiovts of cltildren satisfy the child, 
Were still Avet on the author's page. 
Samuel Johnsion suffers nothing in otfir 
estimation wlieu we see him lumbering 
doAvn the street, scrupulously touching 
every hitching-post Avith his hands, and 
going back if he has missed one. 
Nor 
does Lord Macaulay lose any of his 
greatness Avhen Ave knoAv that he regu- 
larly played horse Avith the children; 
or that ho never passed a certain eat- 
ing-house in London without going in, 
calling for a large number of empty 
glasses, trying to stack them in a pe- 
culiar Avay on the table, and always 
breakiug a goodlv number of them in 
the attempt. 
But there are other and 
less admirable Aveaknesses Ave see ex- 
hibited by great men, though Ave do 
not think of balancing them against the 
sum total of their excellences.

3fanv of the greatest characters in his- 
tory showed a fondness for Avomenf^ aSd- 
wine which could not be tolerated in 
less distinguished men.

Bacon was called 
at orce the Avisost and the meanest of 
mankind. 
^lacready Avrote of his own 
acting of 3iacbeth as a noble piece of 
art. 
liord Byron returned a box of 
pills to the apothecary because they 
Avere directed to "^Ir. Byron." 
Na- 
poleon said: "They call me lucky be- 
cause I am able; it is the Aveak men 
who accuse the strong of good fortune." 
Not iy few great men have lived in a 
false, artificial atmosphere throughout 
their lives. 
They seem to be acting a 
part—keeping up a delusion. 
Thus 
the elder Pitt, ^lirabeau, and Napoleon 
L had a great deal of the charlatan 
mixed iip in their charactcrs. 
Nothing 
could atone for such characteristics but 
the possession of the most transcendent 
abilities, and merely intellectual quali- 
ti*'s, AAIU'II coupled with objectionable 
traits of character, serA'e only to excite 
men's admiration— not to Avin their de- 
votion.

«He Wm SwaUow vp Death in Tie- 
tory," is the fexU 


BBOOXI<YN, April 10.—To-day being 
EaBter Snnday the Tabernacle was pro- 
fcsely decorated with flowers. The ptnpit, 
the pillars, and the galleries were one great 
garden of bloom. 
Prof. Browne, the or- 
piinist, and Prof. Âli, the cornetist, ren- 
dered selections from 
Handel, Haydn, 
and Beethoven, appropriate to the day 
celebrated. 
The subject of Dr. Talmage's 
discourse was "The Overthrow of 
the 
Monster," and his text, Isaiah, xxv. 8: "He 
will swallow up death in victory." 
Dr. 
Talmagesaid: 


About 
1853 
Easter 
mornings 
have 
awakened the earth. 
In France for three 
centuries the almanacs made the year begin 
at Easter, until Charles IX made the year 
begin at Jan. 1. In tbe tower of London 
•here is a royal pay roll of Edward I, on 
which there is an entry of 18 pence for 4U0 
rolored and pictured Easter eggs, with 
which the people sported. 
In 
Bussia 
slaves were fetl and alms were distributed 
on Easter. 
Ecclesiastical councils met at 
Pontus, at Gaul, at Home, at Achala, to de- 
cide the particular day, and after a contro- 
versy, 
moro 
animated 
than 
gracious, 
decided it, and now through all Christen- 
dom, in some way the first Sunday after 
the full moon which happens upon or next 
after March 21 is filled with Easter rejoic- 
ing. 


The royal court of the Sabbaths is made 
ap of 
fifty-two. 
Fifty-one are princes in 
the royal household, but Easter is queen. 
She wears richer diadem and sways a more 
jeweled scepter, and in her smile nations 
are radiated. 
Unusually welcome this 
rear because of the harsh winter and the 
late spring, she seems to step out of the 
snow bank rather than the conservatory, 
come out of the north instead of the south, 
out of the Arctic rather than the tropics, 
dismounting fiom the icy equinox; but 
welcome this queenly day, holding high up 
in her right hand tbe wrenched off bolt of 
Christ's sepulcher and holding high up in 
her left hand the key to all the cemeteries 
in Christendom. 


It is an exciting thinj? to see an army 
routed and flying. They run each other 
down. 
They scatter everytling valuable 
in the track. 
Unwheeled artillery, hoof of 
horse on breast of wounded and dying man. 
You have read of the French falling back 
from Sedan, or Napoleon's track of 90,000 
corpses in tbe snow-banks of Russia, or of 
the retreat of our own army from Manassas, 
or of the five kings tumbling over the rocks 
of Bethoran with their armies, while the 
hail storms of heaven and the swords ol 
Joshua's host struck them with their fury. 
In my text is a worse discomfiture. 
It 
seems that a black giant proposed to con- 
quer the earth. 
He gathered for his host 
all the aches and pains and malarias and 
cancers and distempers and epidemii^s of 
the ages. 
He marched them down, drill- 
ing them in the northeast wind and amid 
the slush of tempests. 
He threw up barri- 
cades of grave mound. 
He pitched tent of 
charnel house. Some of the troops marched 
with slow tread, commanded by consump- 
tions, some in double-quick, commanded 
by pneumonias. 
Some he took by long be- 
Beigement of evil habit, and some by one 
stroke of the battleax of casualty. 
With 
bony hand he pounded at the door of hos- 
pitals and sick rooms, and won all the vic- 
tories in all the ^reat battlefields of all the 
five continents. 
Forward march, the con- 
queror of conquerors, and all the generals 
and commanders-in-chief, and all presi- 
dents and kings and sultans and czars drop 
under the feet of his war charger. 
But one 
Christmas night his antagonist was bom. 
As most of the plagues and despotisms 
come out of the east, it was appropriate 
that the new conqueror should come out ol 
the same quarter. 
Power is given Him to 
awaken all the fallen of all the centuries 
and of all lands, and marshal them against 
the black giant. 
Fields have already been 
won, but the last day of the world's exist- 
ence will see the decisive battle. 
When 
Christ shall lead forth His two brigades, 
the brigade of the risen dead and the bri- 
gade of the celestial host, the black giant 
will fall back, and tbe brigade from the 
riven sepulchers will take him from be- 
neath and the brigade of descending im- 
mortals will take him from above, 
and 
death shall be swallowed up in victory. 


The old braggart that threatened the 
conquest and demolition of. tbe planet has 
lost his throne, has lost his scepter, has 
lost his palace, has lost his prestige, and 
the one word written over all the gates of 
mausoleum and catacomb and necropolis, 
on cenotaph and sarcophagus, on the lonely 
khan of the Arctic explorer, and on the 
catafaiç\ue of great cathedral, written in 
capital^ of azalea and calla lily, written in 
musical cadence, written in doxology of 
great 
assemblages, 
written 
on 
the 
sculptured door of the family vault, is 
"victory." 
Coronal 
word, 
embannered 
wold, apocalyptic word, chief word of the 
triumphal arch under which conquerors re- 
turn. 


Victory! Word shouted at Culloden and 
Balaklava and Blenheim, at Megiddo and 
Solferino, at Maratón, where the Athenians 
drove back the Medes; at Poictiers, where 
Charles Martel broke the ranks of the 
Saracens; at Salamis, where Themistocles 
in the great sea fight confounded the Per- 
sians, and at the door of the eastern 
cavern of chiselled rock, where Christ 
came out through a recess and throttled 
the king of terrors, and put him back in 
tbe niche from which the celestial con- 
queror bad just emereed. 
Aha! when the 
jaws of the eastern mausoleum took down 
the black giant "death was swallowed np 
in victory." I proclaim the abolition of 
death. 


The old antagonist is driven back into 
mythology with all the lore about Stygian 
ferry and Charon with oar and boat. Mel- 
rose Abbey and Kenilworth Ca^le are no 
more in ruins than is the sepulcher. AVe 
shall have no more to do with death than 
we have with the cloakroom at a governor's 
or president's levee. We stop at such clonk- 
room and leave in charge of a servant our 
overcoat, our overshoes, our outward ap- 
parel. that we may not be impeded in the 
brilliant round 
of 
the 
drawing-room. 
Well, my friends, when we go out of this 
world we are going to a kings banquet, 
and to a reception of monarchs, and at the 
door of the tomb we leave the cloak of 
flesh and the wrappings with which we 
meet the storms of this world. 
At the 
close of an earthly reception, under the 
brush and broom of the porter the coat or 
hat inay be handed to ns better than when 
we resigned it, and the cloak of humanity 
will finally be returned to us improved and 
brightened and purified and glorified. 


You and I do not want our bodies re- 
turned as they are now. 
We want to get 
rid of all their weaknesses and all their sus- 
ceptibilities to fatigue and all their slow- 
ness of locomotion. 
They will be put 
through a chemistry of soil and heat and 
col l and changing seasons out of which 
God will reconstruct them as much better 
than they are now as the body of the 
xo-iiest and healthiest child that boimds 
over the lawn 
at 
Prospect 
park 
is 
better than the sickest patient in Bellevue 
hospital. 
But as to our soul, we will cross 
right over, not waiting for obsequies, in- 
dependent of obitnary, into a state in every 
vay better, with wider room and velocities 
beyond computotion; the dullest of us into 
companionship with the very best spirits in 
thejr very best mood, in the very parlor of 
the univerne, the four walls burnished and 
panelled and pictured and glorified with all 
the splendors that the infinite God in all 
tbe ages has been able to invent. 
Victory! 


This view, of coarse, makes it of but 
little importance whether we are cremated 
or sepuUured. 
If the latter is dnst to dntt 
the Xonner ili fshes to ashM. If any pre- 
fer the incineration let thèm have it with- 
ont oaricatnre« The world may beeeme so 
eràvded that e n m U o u w ê j he nniversally 


_ irs, orenmed by perseontion; Xjatlmfx 
and fiidley, eremated at Oxford; Pothinns 
end Blandina, a slave, and Alexander, a 
physician, and their comrade^ cremated at 
the order of Marcus Aurelins—at least 
100,000 of Christ's disciples cremated, and 
there can be no doubt abont the resnrrec- 
tion of their bodies. 
If the world lasts as 
much longer as it has already been built, 
there perhaps may be no room for the 
large acreage set apart for the resting 
pl-ices, bnt that time has not come. Plenty 
of room yet, and the race need not pass 
that bridge of fire until it comes to it. 
The 
most of ns prefer the old way. L'nt whether 
out of natural disintegration or cremation 
we shall get that luminous, buoyant, glad- 
some, transcendent, magnificent, inexpli- 
cable structure called the resurrection body; 
you will have it, I will have it. 
I say to 
yon to-day, as Paul said to Agrippa: "Why 
should it be thought a thing incredible with 
you that God should raise the dead?" The 
"far up cloud, higher than the hawk flies, 
higher than the eagle flies, what is it made 
of? 
Drops of water from the Hudson, 
other d r ^ s from the East Hiver,other drops 
from a stagnant pool out on Newark flats— 
up yonder there, embodied in a cloud and 
the sun kindles it. 
If God can make snoh 
a lustrous cloud out of water drops, many 
of them soiled and impture and fetched 
from miles away, can He not transport the 
fragments of a human body from the earth, 
and out of them build a radiant body? 
Cannot God, who owns all the material out 
of which bones and muscle and flesh are 
made, set. them up again if they have 
fallen? If a manufacturer of telescopes 
drop a telescope on the floor and it breaks, 
can he net mend it again so you can see 
through it? And if God drops tha human 
eye into the dust, the eye which he origi- 
nally fashioned, can He not restore it? Ay, 
if the manufacturer of the telescope by a 
change of the glass and a change of the 
focus can make a better glass than what 
was originally constructed, and 
actually 
improve It, do you not think the fashioner 
of the human eye may improve its sight 
and multiply the natural eye by the thou- 
sandfold additional forces of the resurrec- 
tion eye? 


"Why should it be thought with you an 
incredible thing that God should raise the 
dead?" Things all around us suggest it. 
Out of what grew all these flowers? Out 
Sfe swf'ewe¿e'radiauV^ouiieMl^^w^ere 
did it come from? The loathsome cater- 
pillar. 
That albatross that smites the 
tempest with its wing, where did it come 
from? A senseless shell. 
Near Bergerac, 
France, in a Celtic tomb under a block 
was found flower seed that had 
been 
buried 2,000 years. 
The explorer took the 
flower seed and planted it, and it came up, 
it bloomed in bluebell and heliotrope. Two 
thousand years ago buried, yet resur- 
rected. 
A traveler says he found in a 
mummy pit in Egypt garden peas that had 
been buried there 3,000 years ago. 
He 
brought them out and on June 4, 1844, he 
planted them, and in thirty days they 
sprang up. 
Buried 3,000 years, yet resur- 
rected. 
"Why should it be thought a thing 
incredible with you that God should raise 
the dead?" 


Where did all this silk come from—the 
silk that adorns your person and youi 
homes? 
In the hollow of a staff a Greek 
missionary brought from China to Europe 
the progenitors of those worms that now 
supply the silk markets of many nations. 
The pageantry of bannered host and the 
luxurious articles of commercial emporium 
blazing out from the silk worms. 
And 
who shall be surprised if out of this in- 
significant earthly body, this insignificant 
earthly life, our bodies unfold into some- 
thing worthy of the coming eternities? 
Put silver into diluted niter and it dis- 
solves. 
Is the silver gone forever? No. 
Put in some pieces of copper and the silvei 
reappears. 
If one force dissolves anothei 
force organizes. 


"Why should it be thought a thing in- 
credible with you that God should raise the 
dead?" 
The insects flew and the worms 
crawled last autumn feebler and feebler, 
and then stopped. 
They have taken no 
food, they want none. 
They lay dormant 
and insensible, but soon the south wind 
will blow the resurrection trumpet, and the 
air and the earth will be full of them. 
Do 
you not think that God can do as much for 
our bodies as he does for the wasps and 
the spiders and the snails? 
This morning 
at 4:30 o'clock there was a resurrection. 
Out of the night, the day. 
In a few weeks 
there will be a resurrection in all out 
gardens. 
Why not some day a resurrection 
amid all the graves? 


Ever and anon there are instances oi 
men and women entranced. 


A trance is death followed by resnrrec- 
tion after a few days; total suspension oi 
mental power and voluntary action. 
Kev. 
William Tennent, a great evangelist of the 
last generation, of whom Dr. Archibald 
Alexander, a man far from being senti- 
mental, wrote in most eulogistic terms- 
Rev. William Tennent seemed to die. His 
spirit departed. 
People came in day aftei 
day and said: 


"He is dead, he is dead." 
But the soul 
that fled returned, and William Tennenl 
lived to write out the experiences of what 
he has seen while his soul was gone. 
It 
may be found some time that what is called 
suspended animation or comatose state ie 
brief death, giving the soul an excursion 
into the next world from which it comes 
back, a furlough of a few hours granted 
from the conflict of life to which it must 
retuixi. 
Do not this waking up of men 
from trance, and this waking up of insectf

THE time is not distant when tns 
whole globe will be covered with a net 
work of telegraphic wire. Nearly aU 
commercial ports on every continent 
are now in communication with the cen- 
ter of trade in Europe and America. 
The last great gap is about to be filled 
up by the laying of cables under the 
Pacific Ocean. A company of British 
capitalists has been organized to lay a 
«able from Vancouver, B. C., to Hong 
Kong, China. There will be branches 
and connections with Japan and the 
principal islands of the Pacific Ocean. 
The importance of this multiplication 
of verbal communication between dif- 
ferent parts of the world cannot be 
overestimated. For one thing, it will 
probably lay the basis of a universal 
language—a telegraphic code will be 
established that can be read by operators 
the world over. Then, as has been 
frequently pointed out, 
mercantile 
profits are reduced to a minimum when 
a knowledge of prices in the various 
markets is flashed instantaneously from 
the buying to the selling marts of 
trade. The enormous profits of former 
periods was simply an insurance against 
the risks of sending cargoes to distant 
ports in ignorance of the prices that 
might prevail when the vessels reached 
their destinations. 
There are also 
those who dream that this instantane- 
ous communication between one end of 
the earth and the other may bring 
about a single 
government for the 
whole globe, and thus usher in the new 
era when peace will prevail, and indus- 
try be the one material persuit of man- 
kind. The labor question can never be 
settled until there is an agreement all 
over the world as to what the working- 
man's share of the aggregate productioi 
shall be.

The most beautiful object in the serag* 
tie is not anything in the treasury, lait 
the lovely little "Bagdad Kjoek," built, 
says tradition, by M u ^ IV in imitation 
of one he saw when he conquered Bag- 
dad. I doubt v ^ much if any such 
building ever existed at Bagdad. The 
tiles are not at all Persian in style, but 
are of the blue kind so common in Cairo, 
and resemble especially those of 
^ 
mosque of Abrahkn Agha (1652), which 
may possibly have been shipped to Egypt 
from Constantinople. The Mosk, with its 
tile lining and inlaid doors and painted 
ceilings, is a dainty little edifice, more 
like a Cairo than a Stambouli building 
but the view from its veranda is more 
beautiful stiU. 


«Earth hath not anything to show 
more fair" than this exquisite view over 
the Bosphorus. The cypresses and crumb- 
ling masses of irregular old buildings of 
the Sera^o conceal the shipping and the 
bridge and less picturesque portions of 
the city; at our feet are the neglected 
shrubs and lawn of the quiet, peaceful 
palace garden, and over the battle- 
mented wall we can see the mouth of the 
Golden Horn, and look past it up the 
winding Bosphorus, past Scutari on the 
one side and Ortakeui on the other, till 
we ahnost see the Sweet Waters of Asia. 
Clothed with verdure, fringed with white 
palaces and ruined wooden mansions of 
the past, the Bosphorus is a real earthly 
paradise, ac^ the sultans never made a 
greater mistake than when they left the 
lovely seclusion of the old ser^lio, with 
its glorious view, and went to live on the 
top of the hill of Yildiz.—Constantinople 
Coir. London Times. 


Testing OrinklnK Water. 


Dr. Riabinin of Tchuguey recommends 
testing drinking water by adding eight 
to fifteen drops of solution of nitrate of 
silver (one grain of the salt to half ounce 
of distilled or boiled water) to a glassful 
of water under examination. Nitrate of 
silver decomposes chlorides and gives a 
white precipitate of chloride of silver and 
at the same time precipitates all proteids 
dissolved in water. If the precipitate 
be trifling, pro^rtionate to the silver 
solution added, its surface smooth, color 
purely and equally white and falls to the 
bottom of the vessel rapidly, the water is 
good. If the precipitate is considerable 
tìie water contains organic matter; the 
more considerable the precipitate (in pro- 
portion to the solution of silver added) the 
worse the water. If the surface shows 
threadlike or flecky processes and is gray 
in color, the water is bad, A blue dis- 
coloration in the water (caused by the 
chloride of silver combining with am- 
monia) points to the presence of decom- 
posing vegetable matter; the more blue 
the worse is the latter. A black precipi- 
tate shows decomposing products of ani- 
mal matter. Sim rays or even strong 
daylight should be avoided during ex- 
amination. A violet discoloration, with- 
out any preceding blue, takes place in 
any water; the earlier this violet discolor- 
ation takes place the better the water ex- 
amined.—Engineering News.

1885 it supphed 3,094 out of a total of 
85,582; cases of tliis disease increased in 
fourteen years 100 per cent., while the 
total number of deaths increased only 32 
per cent.—Brooklyn Eagle.

AM Sergeant David Per- 
ry, at your service. For 
fifty years I was a soldier 
in the army of the United 
States, and, as you may 
imagine, 
I saw some 
rather stirring times in 
the wars that our country 
has engaged in during 
that long period. Now I 
am rather battered and worse for 
wear, and I have two or three old 
wounds that need a great deal of 
nursing. If I were a General or a 
Colonel I should be on the retired 
list; as it is, I have an honorable 
discharge, after more than half a 
dozen enlistments, and a pension 
from the Government which is sufficient 
for my hnmble wants. My days of duty 
and activity being over, tlie desire to tell 
about what I have experienced comes quite 
naturally to me, and as it has become 
quite the fashion lately for military men of 
high rank to put their memoirs in print, it 
may be that a contiibution from an old 
cavalry sergeant would not come amiss. 
I propose to tell the story of a rather re- 
markable adventure that I once had in 
Northern Texas. 


It was shortly after the close of the Mexi- 
can war. I was ordered from Vera Cruz 
to New Orleans, and thence to Galveston, 
prisoners as criminals worthy of death, j 
I was directed to report to Lieuten-

CAPTAIN i OOPEB. 


Captain Cooper left Fort Apache, Arizo- 
na, on the 14th of October, 1886, and 
sighted the Indians on the evening of tbe 
17th, they being on the top of a mountain 
and he at its foot. He at once gave pur- 
suit, chasing the redskins over five moun- 
tains and fifteen miles distance. The In- 
dians in their fiigbt abandoned their stock 
and sought refuge in various places. All 
were hunted out and snrrendt-red. Cap- 
tain Cooper was born in New York in 
March, 1845. Upon the 
the war he enlisted in 
New York Regiment, 
sixteen years of age. 
charge he re-enlisted, 
twenty he became First Lieutenant of 
the One Hundred and Twenty-first Regi- 
ment, United States colored troops, and 
soon afterward was given a position on 
Gen. Bimey's staff. At Petersburg he re- 
snmed the command of his men, however, 
and participated in tbe closing battles of 
the war. At the close of the war, through 
the instrumentality of John A. Dix, Thur- 
low Weed, A. A. Low, and other prom- 
inent men, he was made Second Lieuten- 
ant in the United States regular army, and 
assigned to duty in the Thirty-ninth Regi- 
ment, United States Infantry. He was 
promoted Oct. 5, 1867, to be First Lieu- 
tenant, and in January, 1871, was assigned 
to the Tenth United States Cavalry, and 
shortly afterward was promoted to a cap- 
taincy.

ant Wilson, at the barracks. I found there 
sixty-five soldiers, whom I was ordered to 
drill in (he cavalrj' tactics, mounted and 
dismounted. 
They were a strange lot, in- 
deed. 
Half of them were raw recruits 
who had never mounted a horse or handled 
a carbine, and who had l)een stopped at 
this point on their way lo the front by the 
news of the armistice. They had been 
mainly picked up by the recruitiog officers 
in the'cities, and after looking them over, I 
concluded tbat they were not likely to be 
of great value to the army. The other half 
of the detachment was still worse. To speak 
plainly, they were shirks, deserters, and 
malingerers," whose records of unfaithful 
service and punishment had been sent here 
with them. And it was this set of fellows 
that the Lieutenant informed mo I was ex- 
pected to put into shape with all speed for 
some kind of important service. I was too 
old a soldier to grumble, and I went at the 
distasteful duty with as much zeal as was 
possible. In a month I was able to report 
to the Lieutenant that the detachment was 
1 tolerably schooled; and after inspecting it 
i and w itnessing one of my drills, he said 
j that he thought lie might' report it tit for 
i duty. 
i 
Our orders came ten days later. The 
men were merely told to be ready to move 
j at a moment's notice; but to me the Lieu- 
I tenant imparted the instructions he had 
received—or part of them. We were to 
! embark on a steamboat large enough to 
I transport the whole detachment, horses and 
i all, three large army wagons, and an am- 
I bulance. Entering the Brazos River (it 
; being the spring of the year, and high 
i water), we were to ascend it some three 
i hundred miles, to the head of navigation, 
! then disembark, and take the route for a 
fort which was situated well up toward the 
Indian Territory. 


"To take them supplies, sir, I suppose," 
I remarked to the Lieutenant. He said 
"Yes;" but he said it in such a way as to 
make me surmise that this was not the 
whole object of the long journey. Of 
course, I wanted to know all about it; but 
a proper military subordination told me to 
hold my tongue, and wait till the time came 
for me to know. 


It came soon enough! 
The day before we embarked on the 
steamer the Lieutenant had a final muster 
and inspection of his command. The men 
had received new uniforms, and looked 
very smart as they were drawn up in line. 
After inspection, the Lieutenant made them 
a little speech. Ho was a very hand- 
some officer. Lieutenant George Wilson, 
about thirty years old, and as straight as an 
arrow. He had not served in Mexico, but 
he had seen a great deal of Indian fighting, 
which I supposed to be thé reason that he 
was assigned to command this expedition. 
He told tbe men that they were going to 
guard a convoy of supplies and stores to a 
fort near the north line of the State. He 
did not expect that the duty would be either 
perilous or fatiguing; bat if it proved to be 
both, it must be done with the utmost fidel- 
ity. Ee knew the country and understood 
his orders, and everything possible would 
be done for the comfort and safety of the 
command; but one thing he should re 
quire—absolute, nnquestioning obedience 
to his orders. He also said that he knew 
that some of the men came to him with bad 
records. He would promise them that they 
should be treated as well as the others; and 
he hoped and expected that fhey would 
embrace this opportunity to make a new 
beginning, and try to make soldiers of 
themselves. 


When the ranks were broken, as I walked 
across the barrack-yard, I overheard a few 
words exchanged between two of the men. 
One was a Swede, almost a giant in size 
and strength, whose record was one of the 
worst of the lot; the other was a recruit, a 
native Texan, who, I was told, had been 
lately in the penitentiary. 


"What d'ye think of him?" asked the lat- 
ter. 


"Bah!" replied the other, snapping his 
fingers contemptuonsly.

exicon war, and he had run away from 
home to enlist. He was too young at the 
time, being only sixteen, but his determi- 
nation to be a soldier bad prompted him to 
tell a falsehood, and declare himself two 
years older; and he was accepted. The 
hard reality had proved a very different 
thing from the bright picture of a soldier's 
life which he had drawn. Instead of act- 
ive service in Mexico, he had seen nothing 
of army life but the barracks, the parade- 
ground, and the holds of transports. He 
had tried his very best, he said, to learn 
his duty, and do it; but the life, so far, 
had been distasteful to him, and at times 
he had been dreadfully homesick. He had 
written to his parents from several places 
to tell them that he was well, and (here he 
smiled dolefully) contented: but pride had 
prevented him from telling them that he 
had enlisted. 


The young fellow was so different from all 
the others that as soon as I heard his story 
I warmed to him. In my blunt way I told 
him to keep up good heart and courage, 
and that I would be his friend. I pointed 
out to him that five years, his term of en- 
listment, would soon pass, leaving him still 
a very youog man, and with a stock of ex- 
perience and discipline that would be of 
the greatest value to him in his future 
life. 


"As for your parents," I said, "you have 
wronged tiiem; first, by leaving home with- 
out their consent; second by deceiving them 
as to your present situation.

tenant Wilson for leave for you to go into 
the cabin and use his writing materials, 
and do you sit right down and pen them a 
long letter, telling them the whole truth, 
and send it back to Galveston by the 
steamer.

He grabbed my hand and wrung it hard. 
"God bless you, Serjeant," he said. "I 
have been hungering for some one to talk 
to me like this. I leel stronger already. 
Yes, I'll do just as you say. Thank you, 
ten thousand times!" 


We disembarked near the site of the 
present town of Washington, and after 
spending three days in camp, to get all our 
arrangements thoroughly made for the 
route, we started. Our habitual order of 
march was, the wagons and ambulance iu 
the center, with a column of fours in ad- 
vance and one at the rear, and flankers, 
advance and rear guards well thrown out, 
to guard against surprise. At night the 
camp was formed around the wagons, and 
pickets were well posted. All this proved 
to me that our Lieutenant was a thorough 
soldier; but his own vigilance was untir- 
ing. 
On half the nights of that march he 
went around himself, inspecting the pick- 
ets; and when he did not, I had his orders 
to do it. As we progressed further from 
the settlements we saw occasional parties 
of roving Indians, but not in strong enough 
force to cause us any appre'Jiension. 
They 
would ride to about three hundred yards of 
our column, survey us attentively, and then 
Hcamper off. Some of the men proposed 
to try the range of their carbines on them, 
but the Lieutenant sternly forbade any ex- 
hibition of hostility unless we were actually 
attacked. 


I had observed on the steamboat a man 
dressed in the uniform of a Major on the 
staff, and upon the march I saw that he 
occupied the ambulance, never riding any- 
where else. He messed with the Lieutenant, 
and several times on the route I saw the 
latter ride up to the ambulance, part the 
curtains, and lean over his saddle as if

talking with the person inside. But the 
Major never exercised any command, and 
seemed to be merely a passenger. 
Several 
times I was asked by some of the men 
what tbat officer was along for. My reply 
always was that I did not know; that I sup- 
posed he was stationed at the fort, and was 
returning there ; and I usually added that 
it was none of their business. Not but 
that I felt quite as much curiosity about it 
as they did, but military people rather like 
to snub their subordinates once in a while, 
you know. 


One morning, when we had been on the 
route for about two hours. Lieutenant Wil- 
son came up to the head of the column and 
asked me to ride ahead with him. We took 
an easy gallop, and soon 
passed tbe 
advance guard, riding perhaps two hundred 
yards beyond them before he broiight his 
horse to a walk. 


"1 suppose this wouldn't ordinarily be 
considered safe," he said; "but, as you 
know, we have seen no Indians for iwo 
days, and I very much want to speak with 
you where we cannot be overheard. By my 
calculations it will be at least four days yet 
before we can reach the fort, and my re- 
sponsibility be at an end. It has been 
weighing on me severely. Sergeant; and 
since you would be in command should I 
be disabled, I think you ought to know the 
whole truth about the service we are on. I 
have talked with the Major about it, and he 
agrees with me. 
So I'll tell you. 
Haven't 
you had any suspicion of the facts?" 


"No, sir—except that I thought it rather 
strange that it was thought necessary to 
send all thislorce six hundred miles merely 
to escort one officer and three wagon-loads 
of provisions and stores." 


" Why, of course that was not the real 
object; and, considering what a hard set 
some of our men are, I am very glad to 
find that the truth hasn't leaked out. The 
fact is 
" 


There was a sudden whistling in the air, 
the Lieutenant fell from his saddle, and 
my horse stumbled and rolled dead on the 
ground. 
Struggling to my feet I saw a 
dozen mounted Apaches burst from a wood 
near by and bear down on me, uttering the 
moat frightful cries as they came on. I 
think that my promptness alone preserved 
me. The advance guard was about the 
same distance from me as were the Indians, 
but coming at a walk. I yelled to them at 
the top of my voice: 


"Gallop—charge!—fire as you come!" 
They obeyed on the instant, and after 
them came that part of the column that was 
ahead of the wagons. I stood with both 
revolvers ready, but seeing the force that 
was at hand, the Indians pulled short up, 
tamed, and rode off. 


My poor Lieutenant! He lay on his back 
with one of their devilish arrows driven 
through his breast. I knelt down beside 
him and saw that he was just dying. He 
motioned me to pnt my ear to his lips, and 
thia is what he said: 


"The Major will tell yon. O, my poor

I was completely overwhelmed by this 
intelligence, but I managed to thank the 
Major, and tell him that I had neither 
parents, wife, nor child—that the military 
service of the United States was my sweet- 
heart, and that I would die before I know- 
ingly failed in my duty. 


While we remained at this camp, I hard- 
ly slept, and at the end of the next day's 
march, although wearied in body, I was so 
oppressed by the sense of my great respon- 
sibility that I was still unable to sleep 
Late at night, after visiting the pickets and 
cautioning them to be vigilant, I was doz- 
ing by the lire, starting up at every noise, 
when I heard a low voice near bv. 


"Hist, Sergeant!" 
"What is if^" 
"Don't speak loud; come this way—here, 
by the wagon. I am Alfred West." 


I should explain, that ever since mv con- 
versation with the boy-soldier on the steam- 
boat he had been o prompt and ready about 
his dutj- that he had attracted the attention 
of Lieutenant Wilson, who, on my recom- 
mendation, had made him acting, or, as we 
say, lance corporal. As such he was at the 
head of the advance-guard which charged 
up so promptly and saved nie from the 
Apaches at the time of the Lieutenant's 
death.

Clean Ën«^iishnien. 


Man is not usually a cleanly animal, 
yet cleanliness is sometimes attained 
by him as an exceptional state, and the 
modern English believe themselves to 
be a much cleaner people than the 
French. 
The claim is founded on the 
habits of the English upper class and 
the richer middle class, in which, no 
doubt, greater perfectiou of daily and 
hourly cleanliness is maintained than is 
comojon among French people. Yet 
here again the question of chronology 
recurs. 
How long have the Engl sh 
upper classes been so perfectly and 
continuously clean as they are to-day ? 
Observe that it is the continuity of the 
cleanliness that makes all the diller- 
ence. 
The skin of a Frenchman is 
clean after lie has taken his warm bath, 
but he does not take one every morn- 
ing. 
The I^nglishman, 
unless his 
health ia too delicate to bear it, sponges 
himself all over every morning in his 
own dressing-room. 


This custom began to be prevalent 
amongst young men in England when 
I was a boy. 
The men of the preced- 
ing generation did exactly as French- 
men do to-day ; they took a warm bath 
occasionally for cleanliness, and they 
took shower-baths when they 
were 
prescribed by the physician for health, 
and they bathed in the summer sea for 
pleasure, but they did not wash them- 
selves all over every morning. 
I re- 
member an old gentleman, of good 
family and estate, arguing against this 
strange new-fangled custom, and main- 
taining that it was quite unnecessary to 
wash the skm in modern times, as the 
impurities were removed by linen. 
However, the new custom took deep 
root in England, because it became one 
of the signs of class. It was adopted 
as one of the habits of a gentleman, 
and afterward spread rather lower, 
though it is not yet by any means uni- 
versal. It is chiefly upon this habit 
that the present Engl ish claim to supe- 
rior cleanliness is founded. In former 
times the English were proud of using 
more water than the French for ordi- 
nary ablutions, and they pretended to 
believe that the French w^ere unac- 
quainted with the use of soap, because 
they did not provide public pieces of 
soap in the bed-ohambers of their 
hotels. 


The English have now a clean upper 
class, but not yet a clean people, at 
least according to the evidence of phy- 
sicians w^ho write on health. The same 
physicians are still more severe on the 
concealed dirtiness of many people in 
the middle classes, a subject that is 
pleasanter not to dwell upon. 


The English upper classes are, by 
their good example and by their habit 
of traveling, the great teachers of 
cleanliness in Western Europe. 
Their 
baths, ewers, water-basins, and other 
complicated toilet arrangements are 
copied very extensively in France. If 
you visit a pot shop in a small provin- 
cial town quite remote from tbe Chan- 
nel you will find English wash-stand 
services of full size, or good French 
copies of them, and if you go to the 
ironmonger's you will find all kinds of 
baths for domestic use, including Eng- 
lish aponge-baths. In French houses 
where the eld small ewers and basins 
are retained they are now almost in- 
variably supplemented by a capacious 
tin water-jug on the floor. In fact, the 
French are becoming a cleaner people, 
an improvement in which the English 
have taken the lead, being about forty 
years in advance.—Atlantic,

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A Skirraioli with tbe Cossacks. 


About the iniddle of atitamnwemadc 
a reconnoissance in the direction ol 
Basigrad, to endeavor to discover the 
; strength of the enemy there. 
Three 
j regiments of Cossacks made up the 
force, and we marched all day and part 
of the night before we came in the vi- 
I cinity of the enemy. 
On the morning 
of the second day it was reported that 
a considerable detachment of Turkish 
irregulars was encamped a short dis- 
tance in front of us. We had been 
moving during the night with as little 
noise as possible, and had bivouacked 
in "the rain without building a fire, in 
order to give no notice of our approach 
to the enemy's pickets. It was only 
just daybreak when the Ciders to 
march were given, and the column 
proceeded cautiously with a few scouts 
in advance. In a haK hour or so we who 
were riding a little ahead of the col- 
umn could see the characteristic coni- 
cal Turkish tents assembled in a little 
valley a short distance beyond. At the 
same' instant our scouts engaged the 
enemy's pickets, and the column halted. 
The camp in sight was only a large 
outpost, and the General immediately 
gave orders for one regiment to form 
and charge through the camp. We 
could see the men of the designated 
regiment uncover and cross themselves, 
and in a moment the head of the de- 
tachment was rapidly moving past us. 
Among the officers rode the Major, 
my 
old 
friend 
of the Dobrud- 
scha, 
who, unknown to me. had 
been promoted to a Lieutenant|Colo- 
nelcy, and transferred to another regi- 
ment. 
As he dashed past he made a 
gesture of recognition and waved his 
hand for me to follow. I believe it was 
more the horse's fault than my own, 
for certainly I never had a deliberate 
intention of riding in a charge if I 
could help it, but before I knew it I 
was at the Major's side. 
Off we went 
at a trot, changing our formation to 
regimental front. 
Then, in an irregu- 
lar line, much broken by the inequali- 
ties of the ground, we swept down the 
slope at a gallop. 
There was some 
tiring, and a few Cossacks fell, but I 
doubt if anybody heard a shot. The 
thundering of the hoofs, the shaking of 
the grain bags, the rattling of the cook- 
ing utensils, and the resounding whacks 
of the nagajkas filled the air with a 
multitude of noises which drowned all 
other sounds. 
The exhilaration of the 
moment was supreme. 
Horses as w ell 
as men felt its unique stimulus, and 
we rushed through that camp, sweep- 
ing it away as the sudden cloud-burst 
in the Roi'kies tears out the bed of the 
arroya. 
It was one of those rare mo- 
ments of life when all sense of indi- 
viduality is merged in that utterly 
overwhelming feeling of exaltation, in 
that intoxication of magnetism, which 
often possesses large masses of men 
moved by some grand and simultaneous 
impulse.

The Poat of this city is interviewiog 
Democratic statesmen regarding the Praa* 
ident, and they seem to be warming up to 
him and very confident that no other Dem« 
ocrat has a chance for the nomination, next 
year.

The L.aacl Question. 
[Washington special to Xew York Horald.] 
Do not waste any time in worrying about 
our Democratic President.

collar of green reive*, also two or three 
hands of green velvet around the arm 
between the puffs. Point dVsprit net 
11 much used for guimpeB in black and 
white silk dresses, and it ii also seen in 
colors used as Bilk muslin guimpes are 
in dre3303 of pale-blue or rose-silk, 
Trith a high velvet collar of a darker 
ehade. 


Tim fancy in black lace dresses is for 


entire black, using inexpensive black 
aatin under the lace, such as a deep fall 
of satin ecrah, cut in points at the lower 
' edge, and covering the foundation skirt 
of satin, which is finished with a Batin 
plaitiug, or with gathered pink frills of 
the satin ; the basque is then of laro 
laid on substantial satin Jtbadames, 
which nerves without other lining. Bands 
of jet galloon down the basque and 
sleeves; a collar, cufTu, and a vest or 
plastron of jet, with wider jet bands 
pointed in the fruut breadths; jet orna- 
ments catching tip the loose drapery, 
or else a jetted net front for the skirt 
—are the ways in which jot is used for 


..-trisjining black lace dresses, and most 


of sueli dresses have some trimming 
of jet. The newest jet front breadths 
Lave fringe ornaments made of strands 
of very, fine beads of great length, or 
•elflo abort, and in clusters and figures. 
Some of the lace skirts have across the 
front two deep flounces, gathered to 
fall in a point toward the middle, and 
as heading for each flounce a point of 
jet eis or seven indies wide in lattice 
dcBigu. Another flounce tills in the 
space at the foot not covered, while at 
the top, and on the sides, aro paniers o! 
lace curving back to long soft scarfs of 
drapery in the middle of the back, end- 
ing iii jet-fringerl tnssels that fall on 
still more lace. Flight lengthwise rows 
of jet galloon arc down the bagque over 
the lace, making a striped corsage; the 
scalloped edgoa of lace are made <o 
meet in a soft vest in frotit, across 
which are thick ropes of jet, three be- 
low the bust nud one at the throat, each 
ending in a loop that fastens on the left 
over a berry-shaped jet button. 


Pointed girdles o£ jet galloon with 


deep fringe attached are put across the 
end of the front of lace basques, and in 
keeping with this ore a Y-shaped plaa- 
tr.on of jet, and uthur T's for the top of 
eac.h sleeve. A high collar band of jet 
and wristbands in beaded stripes will bo 
much used. The sleeves of lace dresses 
are fuller than of any other fabrics, and 
may be gathered almost alike at top 
and bottom, or in soft pulls around the 
arm, or with only one puff at the wrists, 
or else with the deop mutton-leg cuff of 
jet, and the lace softly puffed above I. 


Ribbons are iilso much used with both 


black and white or Snedo lares, norae- 
iimes the entire dross being made up of 
TOWS of luce alternating with moiro 
jibbon arranged in bias rows on tho 
-whole basque and on the diagonally- 
•draued apron front, while the bank has 
straight row* forming stripes. 
On 


other lace skirts there are four rows of 
moire ribbon three inches wide drop- 
ping down each aide from the belt in 
graduated longtlis, shortening towan 
tho back, each end cut in a notch, ant 
jot fringe of fine beads in long, slende 
atrands set on to follow the nhanu o 
the notch. 


The easiest and most graceful way 0 


mailing laco skirls is to uao tho sea 
loped skirting, gathering or plaiting th 
top jn front to tho belt, and drawing th 
right side up half its length, to be hel 
there by jet ornaments. A narrowe 
flounce crosses the front under th 
skirting, is seen on the right side, an 
then forms half the back across tl 
foot. Another flounce above this 
gathered across the top, covering tl 
baok.

silver decomposes chlorides and gives a 
white precipitate of chloride of silver and 
at the same time precipitates all proteids 
dissolved in water. If 'the precipitate 
be trifling, proportionate to the silver 
solution added, its surface smooth, color 
purely and equally white arid falls to the 
bottom of tho vessel rapidly, the water is 
r 


if the precipitate is considerable 


water contains organic matter; tlio 


more considerable the precipitate (in pro- 
portion to tho solution of silver added) tlio 
wonte the water. If the surface allows 
threadlike or flecky processes and is gray 
Jn color, the water is bad, A blue dis- 
coloration in the water (caused by the 
chloride of silver combining with am- 
monia) points to tbe presence of decom- 
posing vpgetahln matter; the more blue 
the worse is the latter. A Uuck precipi- 
tate shows decomposing products of ani- 
mal matter. Sun rays or oven strong 
daylight should be avoided during ex- 
amination.

out any preceding blue, takes place in 
any water; the earlier UiiBvioIotdiscoIor- 
ation takes place tho better the water ex- 
amined.
